Dad loses 3 children as

THE world was united in mourning 
yesterday as the full horror of the Sri 
Lanka massacres started to emerge. 

ASOS founder Anders Holch Povlsen, 
46, lost three of his four children. 

And Brit Ben Nicholson, 43, survived 
but his wife Anita, 42, and children 
Annabel, 11, and son Alex, 14, were killed. 

The death toll rose to 291 as it emerged 
warnings of a terror attack were ignored.

She told a fellow parent 
during a visit to a children’s centre: 
“He just wants to pull himself up all 
the time. He’s got these little walkers 
and is bombing around on them.” 

A photo released soon after Louis 
was born showed him being cuddled 
by Charlotte on her third birthday, 
when he was only about a week old. 

In November, Kate said during a 
visit to Leicester University: “Louis is 
getting bigger. I can’t believe he’s seven 
months. He’s getting a big boy’’

prince was last pictured about four 
months ago with his family for their 
official Christmas card.

A HEARTBROKEN British holi¬ 
daymaker lost his "perfect" wife 
and two "amazing" children in the 
Sri Lanka terror attacks. 

Ben Nicholson, 43, said his loved 
ones were killed instantly as they 
enjoyed Easter Sunday breakfast at 
the Shangri-La Hotel in Colombo. 

Fund manager Ben suffered only 
superficial injuries and, with his 
T-shirt soaked in blood, immediately 
began searching for wife Anita, 42, son 
Alex, 14, and daughter Annabel, 11. 

But they were later confirmed as 
being among the eight Britons killed 
in the suicide attacks. The confirmed 
death toll rose to 291 last night. 

Ben said: “My wife Anita, our son 
Alex, and our daughter Annabel were 
killed in the bombing on Sunday 
morning while sitting at our table. 

“Mercifully, all three of them died 
instantly and with no pain or suffering. 

“I am deeply distressed at the loss 
of my wife and children. Anita was a 
wonderful, perfect wife and a brilliant, 
loving and inspirational mother to our 
two wonderful children. 

‘Alex and Annabel were the most 
amazing, intelligent, talented and

thoughtful children. We were 
immensely proud of them both and 
looking forward to seeing them 
develop into adulthood. 

“They shared with their mother the 
priceless ability to light up any room 
they entered and bring joy to the lives 
of all they came into contact with.” 

Ben added: “Anita, Alex and 
Annabel leave behind a large extended 
family and many close friends who are 
now grieving this tragic loss. We shall 
all miss them dearly’’ 

He gave his thanks to the medical 
teams at General Hospital, Colombo, 
for treating Anita, Alex and Annabel 
with “great dignity and me with kind¬ 
ness and sympathy”. 

Pushpa Zoysa, in charge of emer¬ 
gency triage at the hospital, 
described finding Ben 
covered in blood and 
asking about his 
family. “He had blood 
all over him but he 
was not injured, apart 
from a small cut to 
his ear,” she said. 

“He just kept 
asking about his 
family. He was |

were apparently caught in a second 
blast as they tried to flee. They have 
joint US and British citizenship from 
their London-based dad. 

A former firefighter commended for 
heroism during the IRA bombing of 
Manchester was also among the dead. 

Bill Harrop, 56, and wife Sally were 
both killed. Their son Gavin is said to 
have survived. 

It is thought Mr Harrop, who 
worked in various senior roles with 
the fire service, was on holiday in Sri 
Lanka having recently retired and 
emigrated to Australia with his family. 

As station manager at Philips Park 
fire station, Mr Harrop and his 


colleagues were among the first crews 
on the scene of the 1996 IRA blast. 
While no one was killed, Mr Harrop 
and his colleagues tended to the 
hundreds of injured and searched for 
a suspected second device. 

Gary Keary, Fire Brigades Union 
secretary, said yesterday: “The FBU is 
shocked and saddened to hear of the 
loss of Billy Harrop and his wife in the 
tragic events in Sri Lanka.” 

Last night, Colombo was in lock- 
down as darkness fell. The capital’s 
streets were deserted except for police 
and army patrols. Soldiers with semi¬

One Australian survivor of the 
Shangri-La blast, identified only 
as Sam, told a radio station of 
the “absolute carnage”. 

He and a friend were 
having breakfast where he 
saw two men wearing back¬ 
packs seconds before the blasts. 
“There were people screaming and 
dead bodies all around,” he said. 


The vast majority of those killed 
are thought to be Sri Lankan, but 
a total of 39 foreign nationals were 
among the dead. 

They included two Australians, 
Manik Suriaaratchi and her 
daughter Alexendria, 10. 

Sri Lankan TV chef Shantha 
Mayadunne and daughter 
Nisanga, thought to be aged in her 
30s, also died at the Shangri-La. 

Three police officers were killed 
raiding a house in the capital in 
the hours after the attacks. 
Another 500 people were injured. 

Met Police Assistant Commis¬ 
sioner Dean Haydon confirmed “at 


least” eight Britons died in the 
atrocities. He said the Counter 
Terror Command was working 
with the Foreign Office to assist 
families affected and urged UK 
places of worship to stay vigilant. 

Foreign Secretary Jeremy Hunt 
said there was “lots of speculation 
at the moment but there is no 
hard knowledge” about those 
behind the series of blasts. 

He said the UK would offer Sri 
Lanka support. “If there is any help 
that the UK can give, we would 
want to give it,” he added. 


I THE billionaire fashion tycoon behind online 
clothing retailer ASOS lost three of his four 
children in the Sri Lanka terror attacks. 

Anders Holch Povlsen, 46, is Denmark's 
wealthiest man and the largest private 
landowner in Scotland after buying a string of 
historic estates. 

He and wife Anne, 40, hold an estimated 
200,000 acres of the Scottish Highlands, and 
had planned to rewild the landscape. 

Jesper Stubkier, communications manager for 
Mr Holch Povlsen's wholesale fashion business 
Bestseller, said: "I can confirm that three children 
have been killed. 

"We have no further comment and we ask that 
the family's privacy is respected at this time." 

He declined to comment on the identity of the 
children or whether other members of the family 
had been visiting Sri Lanka. It is also unknown 
which of the blasts claimed their lives. 


Three days before the attacks Mr Povlsen's 
daughter Alma shared an Instagram photo of three 
of the four children, calling them "three little 
bears", in front of a swimming pool lined by palm 
trees. The other three are called Astrid, Agnes and 
Alfred. According to Forbes, Mr Holch Povlsen is 
worth £6.1billion. His father, Troels, began his 
fashion empire with a single store in 1975. 

Mr Holch Povlsen now employs 15,000 people 
and owns brands such as Jack & Jones and Vero 
Moda, along with almost a 30% share of ASOS. 

He and his wife live at a former royal palace near 
Aarhus, Denmark. They also own 12 Scottish 
estates, including Glenfeshie in the Cairngorms. 

Last week they said their 200-year vision for 
rewilding the land will be passed to their children.

OFFICERS in Sri Lanka had known 
of a possible terror plot for weeks 
before the Easter Sunday atrocity, 
but the warnings were not heeded. 

The nation’s Prime Minister said 
there will be a probe into why the 
security services failed to act properly 
on the information. 

He added he and his Cabinet had 
not been told about the warning. 

Police and security chiefs now face 
mounting criticism. 

The warning of terrorist activity first 
emerged on around April 4. 

The PM, Ranil Wickremesinghe, 
admitted security services had been 
“aware” of possible attacks. 

He said: “We must look into why 
adequate precautions were not taken. 

“Neither I nor the ministers were 
kept informed.” 

The atrocity is said to have been led 
by an extreme Islamist group in Sri 
Lanka called National Thowheed 
Jamath, with support from abroad. 

A foreign intelligence agency had 
learned the NTJ was plotting suicide 
attacks on churches in Colombo. 

On April 11, a week after the initial 
warnings, police in Sri Lanka report¬ 
edly circulated a document entitled 
“Information of an alleged plan attack” 
to security chiefs. 

Chaos at the heart of the govern¬ 
ment meant the warnings were never 
passed on to the Cabinet. 

A row between the President and 
the Prime Minister meant the PM was 
kept out of security meetings. 

Authorities blame the attacks on an

The blast was a result of at least 551bs 
of C-4 plastic explosives, though the 
conclusions await formal confirmation. 

Interpol is deploying a team of inves¬ 
tigators, including experts in disaster 
victim identification, to Sri Lanka to 
assist local authorities. 

Workers at the city’s morgue say they 
faced a grim task in identifying some 
of the victims.

THE Sri Lankan bombings are 
believed to have been carried out 
by a little-known local group called 
National Thowheed Jamath or 
National Oneness of God. 

It has previously limited its 
insurgency to vandalising Sri 
Lankan Buddhist sites but its 
ideology follows a deep-rooted 
commitment to monotheism, that 
there can be only one religion. 

This can also be taken to mean 
that all other religions must be 
destroyed, echoing the twisted 
beliefs of the world's biggest terror 
group and death cult Islamic State. 

Officials say all the attackers 
were Sri Lankan but the style of 
attack suggests and outside jihadi 
group had input. 

Security officials did receive a 
foreign intelligence warning of an 
attack by them 10 days before the 
atrocity. It strongly hints that 
communication between NTJ and 
an outside group was intercepted. 

Perhaps the American National 
Security Agency or our own GCHO 
listening station was involved. 

Inevitably the finger has to point 

at IS, whose commanders in the 
dying days of the caliphate in 
Syria ordered fighters to 
"go to your homelands" 
and attack. 

The co-ordination 
and planning involved 
in these attacks also 
points to a major terror 
organisation with 
resources and backing. 

Sri Lankan minister 
Rajitha Senaratne said while 
the bombers were Sri Lankan, the 
atrocities could not have been 
carried out without an 
"international network" being 
involved, falling short of naming IS 
or perhaps al-Qaeda. 

Sri Lanka's government is also 
appealing for foreign help in 
identifying who the bombers were 
talking to internationally. 

There have been reports of 
extremists travelling to Syria to 
fight with IS and returning to the 
country. Intelligence officers will be 
trying to trace them and western 
intelligence agencies will be going 
over recent communications for 
evidence of IS involvement. 
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United for 
innocents 

THE unbearable pain of families who lost 
loved ones in the Easter Massacre in Sri 
Lanka is heartbreaking. 

It is impossible to imagine the agony of Ben 
Nicholson, whose wife and two children were 
so violently taken from him. Or to fail to be 
angry that British retired firefighter Billy 
Harrop will have saved many lives in his career 
then cruelly loses his own in a terrorist attack. 

To stop bloodshed the authorities must 
bring to justice those responsible for the 
slaughter of close on 300 people and prevent 
terror cells sourcing fresh recruits. 

Whatever assistance the government in Sir 
Lanka requires, Britain and the world’s family 
of nations must provide it. 

Terrorism is a global, indiscriminate enemy. 

We mourn the dead, comfort the grieving 
and stand defiant.

NET LOSS Girls play game 


Video-gaming girls 'struggle to make friends’ 


THE amount of time boys spend on 
video games does not harm their 
social skills but girl gamers struggle 
to make friends, research suggests. 

Girl gamers aged 10 had weaker 
social skills than those who played 


less often, a study of 870 children, 
aged six to 12, revealed. 

Researchers at the Norwegian 
University of Science and 
Technology also discovered that 
disadvantaged youngsters were at 


greater risk of suffering social 
problems, as were children with a 
higher body mass index. 

The team also examined the 
amount of time children spent 
playing games with friends or 


alone. Those playing by themselves 
or with strangers online had less 
opportunity to form friendships. 

NTNU's Prof Lars Wichstrom said: 
"Youths who struggle socially might 
be more inclined to play games. 
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T So not only are teachers having to pay for stationery and books - one 
in five add their own cash to squeezed school budgets - they are still 
not being protected from violent kids and attempts to violate their 
^ personal space. No wonder so many are choosing to quit the profession.

More to worry 
about as Diane 
carries the can 


IWhen churches 
Paround the world 
are being destroyed, the 
restoration of Notre 
Dame is about more than 
money. It is about 
defiance in the face of a 
bid to attack Christianity. 

So yes, I agree totally 
with all the arguments 
about Grenfell and the 
lack of cash for the 
families still without 
homes. 

I also agree with the 
need for Christianity to 
be defended. If the 
symbol of that defence is 
rebuilding Notre Dame 
then that's fine by me. 


RIGHT now the UK is knee 
deep in knife crime, auster¬ 
ity and an NHS crisis. 

Mirror readers are 
concerned about schools, the 
homeless, feeding their fami¬ 
lies, climate change, religious 
extremism and trying to 
ensure their kids do not grow 
up worse off than they are. 

I suspect they really couldn’t 
care less about Diane Abbott 
enjoying a canned mojito on a 
train last week. 

Yes, she’s the Shadow Home 
Secretary, and yes, Transport 
for London has had an alcohol 
ban in place since then- 
London Mayor Boris Johnson 
announced it in 2008. 

Abbott broke the law. Yet 
that law was brought in to address 
anti-social behaviour on public trans¬ 
port. Not 65-year-old pensioners 
scrolling through their phones minding 
their own business. 

So while Susan Hall, who sits on the 
London Assembly’s Police and Crime 
Committee, stamped her feet in indigna¬ 
tion along with Tory MPs Paul Scully and 
Bob Blackman, ordinary Londoners were 
just not that bothered. 

In fact, Diane’s succinctly-worded 
tweet on Lriday night both pre-empted 
the controversy and acted as a verbal 
eye-roll. 

‘A photo of me drinking from a can of 
M&S mojito on the Overground has been 


circulated,” she wrote. “I’m 
sincerely sorry for drinking 
on TLL.” Cue the hashtags 
#istandwithdiane and #jesuis- 
diane as ordinary people 
made their feelings clear. 

“I spent the day defending 
her even though I’m not a fan” 
wrote one tweeter. 

Hundreds either posted 
cans they’d bought in soli¬ 
darity or selfies they’d taken 
on public transport holding 
them in support. 

When Christians are among 
the many faiths being targeted 
around the world and this 
country remains paralysed by 
Brexit, the last thing on 
peoples’ minds - left or right 
- is a politician in need of a 
cold one on a hot day. 

Clearly Abbott’s critics haven’t been on 
a night bus, a late-night weekend tube 
or the summer District Line from 
Wimbledon after the tennis when el vino 
tends to flow. 

The real issue is the enforceability of 
that 2008 law, described back then by 
Transport Union general secretary 
Bob Crow as “a half-baked gimmick 
designed as a publicity stunt without 
a moment’s thought for the people told 
to implement it.” 

Let’s hear what Abbott’s critics intend 
to do about addressing that. In the mean¬ 
time everyone else is busy getting their 
priorities right.

She decided pay £80 for the 
30-mile Uber journey back to her flat, 
instead of finding a hotel room. 

But in her drunken state, Helen 
clicked on her former address in 
Newcastle, which was stored in her 
online account. 

She said: “I fell asleep as soon as I got 


in the taxi. I woke up at Milton Keynes 
and I couldn’t believe it. I thought I said 
I wanted to go to Guildford when I got 
in.

He woke me up and said, Are you 
sure you want to go to Newcastle?’.

She said: “Some of the 
private sector clinics use 
very selective success rates 
in their sales tactics, which 
we are trying to stop. 

“Clinics shouldn’t be 
trading on that hope.” 

She also said: “We now 
see things like guaranteed 
baby or your money back’.” 

The number of women 
having fertility treatment 
has doubled since 2004, to 
10,835 cases in 2017.

Her family said: “Her bravery and her belief in a 
better society took her to places others feared. 

“We are so proud of who she was and of 
everything she achieved in her short life.” 

No group has claimed responsibility but Boko

A t one time, in the 70s, Sally 
Thomsett was everywhere. 
Whether it was on TV as Jo 
in the wildly popular Man 
About The House, or on the big 
screen in The Railway Children or 
Straw Dogs, she was the very 
definition of a household name. 

Then, suddenly, she disappeared 
from the limelight, seemingly 
overnight. But that was far from the 
end of her story. In fact, her love life 
is nearly as convoluted as any 
plotline she’s ever worked on. 

Having grafted non-stop for 
years, Sally wanted a break. She 
went travelling and ended up in Eos 
Angeles, where she married Danish 
film producer Claus Hede Nielsen. 

A few years later, estranged from 
her husband, she met her current 
partner, Paul Agnew, and, to her 
surprise, got pregnant at 
the age of 46 with her 
daughter, Char¬ 
lotte. Sally, now 
69 and back in 
Britain, has 
been with Paul 
for more than 
20 years, but 
they have never 
married 
because she’s still 
wed to her second 
husband, Claus. 

She says: “I haven’t seen 
Claus since 1985. I don’t know 
where he is to divorce him. I think 
he went back to Denmark, or to FA. 
I’m still legally his wife, but I haven’t 
got a clue where he is. 

“What does it really matter? It’s 
not as if he’s bothering me.” 

Before Claus, Sally’s first husband 
was Nigel Newman, the son of a 
shipping magnate. She was 21 
when they wed, after five years 
together. She later admitted she 
realised she had made a mistake 
just six weeks after the wedding.

Revealed after 74 years, courage of 
last female pilot to tie killed in WW2 


BY ADAM ASPINALL_ 

THE logbook of the last female Brit¬ 
ish pilot killed in the Second World 
War has come to light 74 years later. 

Brave Lesley Cairns Murray flew Spit¬ 
fires, Hurricanes, Swordfish, Defiants 
and Seafires doing ferrying duties with 
the Air Training Auxiliary 
Murray died aged 28 on April 20,1945, 
when her Hudson V AM854 spun out of 


control and plunged to the ground near 
Popes Field in Taplow, Berkshire. 

Her passenger, air cadet Geoffrey 
Regan, 16, was also killed in the crash. 

Murray was born in Edinburgh in 1917 
and learned to fly under the Civil Air 
Guard scheme in 1939. She applied to 
the ATA in March 1941, finally being 
called up two years later in May 1943. 

Her final training report in July 1944 


read: “This pilot promises to become a 
ferry pilot of high order. She will be an 
asset to any pool she joins.” 

The ATA transported 309,000 aircraft 
from factories to airbases across Britain, 
flying unarmed and without a radio, 
using only a map to guide them. 

There were 164 female pilots, of which 
17 were killed in service. 

Richard Poad, chairman of the ATA 


Museum in Maidenhead, Berks, said: 
“Lesley Cairns Murray was the last 
female pilot of the ATA to be killed 
during war time. The ATA is a forgotten 
story of courage, skill and sacrifice.” 

Murray’s logbook is being sold 
tomorrow by C&T Auctions, of Ashford, 
Kent, who expect it to fetch £1,200.

F ew songs could be more apt for 
this choir to perform than The 
Beatles’ In My Life. As they 
belted out the lyrics, “there 
are places I’ll remember, all my 
life, though some have changed”, 
there wasn’t a dry eye in the 
2,000-strong audience. 

Because all 20 members of 
the choir have been touched 
by dementia. 

The inspiring group was l 
formed by Line of Duty star 1 
Vicky McClure and the song 
has a special significance to the 
35-year-old actress, who chose it 
for the choir’s big performance in 
a new BBC documentary. 

“It’s all about love and memory’ says 
Vicky, who lost her grandmother to the 
condition. “It struck a chord with me 
when my Nonna was diagnosed. 

“This song is like it’s written for 
somebody who’s living with dementia. 
This song is about memories and 
sometimes we remember certain things 
and sometimes we won’t. 

“It’s about love that we never forget, 
because it’s a feeling, not a memory’ 
Vicky formed the choir 
after her gran Iris died 
from dementia in 2015. 

The choir, who all 
live with dementia, 
rehearsed over three 
months leading up to 
their big performance 
at Nottingham’s Royal 
Concert Hall and felt 
the benefits of singing. 

“My Nonna inspired 
me to join the fight 
against dementia,” I 
Vicky says. “She was 
very bold, bright, had a 
cracking sense of humour, a very 
dirty laugh. The dementia 
stripped all that. It leaves the 
shell of you. 

“I saw how music helped 
her, changing her mood, 
calming her down, and 
for a while bringing us 
back to the old Nonna.” 

The choir members 
range in age from 32 to 87 
and are from Vicky’s home 
town of Nottingham. Among ^ 
them is ex-music teacher Rae ^ 
Burton who hadn’t touched a 
piano for 10 years after her Alzhei 
mer’s diagnosis.

Mum-of-three Julie Hill was a county 
council deputy leader but she had to 
give up work after her diagnosis. 

The 50-year-old says: “Before I had my 
diagnosis I was never in. Every day I was 
at work, in the evenings I was having to 
go to different parish council meetings. 
Suddenly that’s all gone.” 

Julie raised her three daughters 
alone but the roles are reversed, 
with her girls looking after her. 

Her 25-year-old daughter Erin 
says: “I panic about her 24/7. The 
last couple of months she’s 
gotten a lot worse. Movements, 
speech, everything has gotten 


worse. We’ve always relied on my mum. 
It’s hard. She doesn’t like it but it’s what 
we’ve got to do.” 

Julie adds: “Having to let the girls take 
responsibility for what should still be 
mine, your independence, having to let 
go to somebody else, it’s really hard.” 

Joining the choir has given Julie a new 
lease of life. “Music makes you feel alive.

Fewer than 600 people worldwide 
have been diagnosed with it. But 


word. “If I’d been down in the dumps 
I’d start singing.

A latecomer to the choir is 87-year- 
old Maurice Keeling, a former profes¬ 
sional singer who performed for the 
Queen and Princess Margaret. 

But dementia has robbed him of his 
voice and he is unable to reach many 
of the notes. “It’s something I’ve done 
all my life and I can’t do it. It’s 
unbelievable,” he says. But Maurice 


Daniel's condition improved 
dramatically after he and wife Jordan 
took part in Vicky's choir. 

Jordan, 30, says: "When we got 
there we were greeted by the most 
amazing, inspiring people. 

"Dan's mood and how he was 
throughout the whole process was so 
much better. It was like seeing the old 


works up the courage to audition for 
a solo part and is overwhelmed by the 
applause from his fellow singers. 

Professor Seb Crutch, of University 
College London, said: “Music is really 
having an impact on people. Their 
temperature goes up in rehearsal, with 
heart rate and movement going down. 

“This means people are focused and 
calm. The results related with how 
they were saying they were feeling. It’s 
very positive. The drugs we’ve got 


Dan again.'' Jordan knows Daniel's 
time is limited, as his memory worsens 
by the day, and devastatingly, the dad 
also struggles to be around his 
two-year-old twins Jasper and Lola. 

"His tolerance of the children is 
really low/' says Jordan. "We have 
small doses, a five-minute cuddle, then 
we break away because Dan struggles 


don’t slow down the disease, they help 
you to function better. Choirs do the 
same - they help you function. 

“Music has something above and 
beyond being with friends and 
socialising. There’s a special ingredient.” 

Vicky hopes music therapy for 
dementia patients will be rolled out 
into care homes and urges families to 
give it a go. 

“Music is as powerful as a drug,” she 
says. “There isn’t any medication to 


with the noise/' Jordan, who married 
Daniel last year, now wants to make 
the most of their remaining time. 

"It's the longest and cruellest 
goodbye/' she says. "I think I've finally 
come to a place - not of acceptance - 
but where I am accepting of what is 
happening to him. It doesn't mean I'm 
not angry at what's happening.” 


stop dementia, but music is key to 
making people with dementia feel 
better. We’ve got to share this now to 
the masses.

She is determined to bring about 
change. “It’s clear the Government 
don’t put enough funding into 
research. I am passionate about 
looking into that,” she says. 

And she admits she worries there 
could be a genetic link. “I don’t know 
what I’m going to die of, it could be 
dementia. But I can’t live my life 
between now and whenever, worrying 
about it to that degree. 

“We did discuss in the documentary 
whether I wanted a test that can give 
you an idea as to whether or not you 
have the possibility of getting 
dementia, but I’d rather not know.”

1 Isn’t menopause a 
woman’s issue - 
should men be 
muscling in on it? 

An estimated 13 million women in the 
UK are now experiencing menopausal 
symptoms - and among them is likely 
to be your wife, sister, boss, mum, friend. 

A womans quality of life can be signif¬ 
icantly affected by the symptoms, which 
undoubtedly mean yours will be too. 

Ruth Devlin, author of new book 
Men... Let’s Talk Menopause (Practical 
Inspiration Publishing) wrote her guide 
“to help men understand this phase in 
their partner’s life”, pointing out that 
many “know something is going on but 
feel at a loss as to how to help”. 

A quarter of women say their 
relationships have been affected. 

One in 10 have seriously consid¬ 
ered giving up work completely. 

And research from menopause 
website healthandher.com 
reveals 25% of women want to 
reduce their working hours 
because of their symptoms. This 
will obviously have a knock-on 
effect for everyone. 

Menopause is also seen as 
one of the last taboos - pretty 
much at the stage where 
discussing pregnancy was 25 years ago. 
Having a supportive partner can help a 
woman through this time more 
seamlessly. Demystifying the subject 
helps everyone. 

2 What exactly is the 
menopause? 

All women experience the meno¬ 
pause differently and there is no “one 
size fits all” set of symptoms or solutions. 

Officially it is defined as when a 
woman’s periods have stopped for a full 
12 months and she is no longer able to 
get pregnant. This happens when her 
ovaries stop producing eggs and levels 
of hormones - particularly oestrogen - 
begin to fluctuate and fall. 

As these hormones become more 
erratic, this leads to typical symptoms of 
perimenopause (the time leading up to 
the menopause, which lasts on average 
around three to four years but can be 
longer) until her periods stop completely. 

On average, women hit the meno¬ 
pause at 51 or 52 but it can happen 
anywhere between the ages of 45 and 55. 
It is not a disease or an illness - it is a 
completely natural time in a woman’s 
life, but symptoms like hot flushes, inter¬ 
rupted sleep, tiredness, anxiety, memory 
problems, mood swings and low self¬ 
esteem can leave her feeling vulnerable 
and struggling. 

3 How do you know 
when your partner/ 
mother/sister/ 
colleague is going 
through it? 

Even experienced health professionals 
who work with menopausal women 
often don’t recognise the symptoms in 
themselves, so it’s not easy. 

It is also complicated by the fact some 
women breeze through with no symp¬ 
toms, around 80 % experience some and 
a small percentage have such debili¬ 
tating symptoms they find it difficult to

What should a man 
definitely not say or do? 

Author Ruth Devlin says: "Never, and I mean 
never, say, ’oh it must be your hormones...’ or 
’go and take a chill pill’. These comments will just 
rile her." Ditto any mention of being dried-up, 
hysterical or mad. Referencing weight gain is 
probably best avoided, as is mansplaining the 
menopause or pointing out that your mother 
didn't behave like this. A bit of humour can 
go a long way to help challenging conversations 
but take your cue from her. Dr Arroll adds, 
’’Be patient. It can take time for a women 
to find treatments and strategies to 
manage her symptoms and navigate 
her way through the 
menopause maze."

You could invest in a fan for the bedroom 
and possibly a duvet each so if she wants 
to fling hers off in the night, you are not 
left out in the cold. 

Some good quality essential oils 
could also prove useful. A 2016 study 
showed that inhaling lavender 
essential oil twice a day over 12 
weeks reduced menopausal hot 
flushing, while geranium oil 
may help alleviate anxiety in 
menopausal women. 

And in 2014, researchers found post¬ 
menopausal women who used neroli 
essential oil reported an increase in 
sexual desire.

SHE'S best known as the 
straight-talking, feisty face of 
Saturday night telly, working as 
a judge on Britain's Got Talent, 
and before that, Strictly. But 
Alesha Dixon isn't always as 
confident as she might want her 
audiences to believe. 

“I’ve definitely been crippled by 
fear,” she says. “At school I was a 
contradiction. Outwardly I was a 
confident, brave individual who 
went for it and was unafraid. But 
inside, I always had a niggle in my 
brain, moments of self-doubt which 
made me question my abilities.” 

Alesha, 40, first rose to fame as the 
MC in girl group Mis-Teeq back in 
2001, but only now realises she has 
been suffering from imposter 
syndrome since being a child. 

Self-doubt is a common problem 
that can affect anyone, 
no matter how successful 
they appear to the 
outside world. But feel¬ 
ings such as nagging self¬ 
doubt or a fear of being 
exposed as a fraud are 
signs of imposter 
syndrome. 

In a study, hair brand 
TRESemme discovered 
88% of working women 
in the UK have experi- 
enced imposter 
syndrome at some time. And one in 
four admit they haven’t pursued a 
professional dream because of a lack 
of confidence. 

Alesha, who works as an 
ambassador for the brand, says: “For 
most of my teenage years most 
things petrified me. 

“I remember being terrified to 
even pick up the phone to enquire 
about a street dance class I liked the 
sound of - but once I did, within two 
weeks I had been approached about 
joining the band.” 

Alesha had an imposter syndrome 
crisis when she took the leap from

contestant to judge on Strictly Come 
Dancing in 2009. 

“I wouldn’t have said yes to the job 
if I didn’t think I could do it, but 
when it was announced I was joining 
the judging panel there was so much 
negative feedback and I really started 
to question myself’ she admits. 

“I felt quite down but eventually I 
was able to make myself look at the 
bigger picture. I had to tell myself I 
wouldn’t have been 
offered the job if I wasn’t 
capable, and I ended up 
having the best three years 
- it’s one of the best jobs 
of my life. 

“I could have spent 
three years on that panel 
feeling like an imposter, 
feeling insecure, but you 
only get one life and I 
realised there was no 
point wasting it by ques¬ 
tioning whether I should 
be there or not.” 

Alesha says having a name for her 
feelings of insecurity has helped her 
find ways to deal with it. 

“It makes it easier to figure out 
practical things that can help you 
overcome it, even if that is simply 
being more aware that this is just 
something your brain is telling you, 
so you can fend off the negative 
thoughts.” 

Over the years Alesha has tried her 
hand at everything from designing 
her own jewellery range to writing 
children’s books about a girl 
superhero. Now she is attempting to 


forge a new path as an actress, but 
yet again her imposter syndrome has 
been giving her self-doubt. 

“For a while I’ve been saying I 
want to try acting because it’s a 
new challenge and it is something 
creative that I have always wanted 
to do,” she says. “But there is a little 
voice that I haven’t quite got to grips 
with yet that says, Are you good 
enough to do this?’. When I go to a 
casting I question myself and in a 
way that is holding me back. 

“It’s a tricky one because once 
you get that first job and get that 
confidence from experience, you’ll 
be OK when you walk into the next 
audition. But before you do, stepping 
out of your comfort zone is scary 
and there is still a part of me that 
feels like an imposter.” 

Having recognised the problem for 
what it is - all in her head - Alesha 
now finds her self-doubt easier to 
cope with. “One of the things I’ve 
found most helpful is deciding that 
I’m not afraid to fail. When I go to an 
audition for an acting role, I’m out of 
my comfort zone so I have self doubt, 
but I’ve managed to get to the point 
where I’m not afraid to be told no or 
for something not to work. 

“Now I see it as an opportunity to 
learn rather than it being a negative 
- the things that are the making of 
you are the moments when you are 
most challenged. 

“I’ve always had strong instincts 
which have been a good guide for 
me, and while I’ve definitely been 
crippled by fear, I don’t allow that 
fear to stop me from trying - and 
that’s the most important thing.”

Autoimmune diseases, in 
which the body attacks its 
own healthy tissue, are on 
the increase. 

Some estimates say a fifth 
of us have malfunctioning 
immune systems, with many 
going undiagnosed. 

One common autoimmune 
disease, particularly among 
women, is Hashimoto's 
thyroiditis. Named after the 
Japanese doctor who first 
described the condition in 
1912, it is triggered when the 
immune system attacks the 
thyroid gland which produces 
crucial hormones. 

Symptoms can include 
tiredness, weight gain, 
bloating and depression. 

A clinical trial of 34 women 
found going gluten free 
drastically improved patients' 
conditions. Sarah Brookes, 
nutritional therapist at the 
online Autoimmune Hub, 
said: "This adds to the 
growing evidence that gluten 
is associated with 
Hashimoto's and many 
autoimmune conditions." 

The study was published 
in the journal Experimental 
and Clinical Endocrinology 
and Diabetes.

ALISON Biggs knew something 
wasn't right when her nine-year-old 
rugby-loving son Frankie cried after 
falling over in the back garden. 

But she never imagined the incident 
in July 2015 was the first sign of the 
cancer which would take him from her 
just two years later. 

“Frankie’s nickname was Frank the 
Tank, which he got from rugby because 
he was so strong no one could pull him 
to the ground,” says Alison, now 42. 

“He never moaned about anything 
and he never got upset - so for a fall to 
bring him to tears was quite something.” 

After the fall Frankie developed a 
limp, so his mother took him to their 
local surgery, where she was told he had 
ligament damage. 

Frankie saw four GPs over the next 
nine weeks and was eventually referred 
for physio. Alison says: “I was told he

thought it was the end. But I was so 
stubborn I still wanted to try to beat it, 
so we started treating him with 
cannabis which Lee had spent weeks 
researching,” says Alison. 

“It didn’t cure the cancer but it 
worked brilliantly as pain relief. The one 
thing I can take from the whole experi¬ 
ence is that Frankie didn’t die in pain. 

‘After the lung operation he made me 
promise not to send him back to 
hospital. The GOSH team left us with 
three boxes of drugs, but Frankie didn’t 
need any pain medication because of 
the CBD treatment. 

“Osteosarcoma is a brutal condition 
and we watched other children passing 
out in agony and being pumped with 
ketamine which didn’t even touch the 
sides. But Frankie remained very chilled 
and relaxed to the end. 

“The night he passed away, on 
January 31, 2018, he had multiple fits 
and we realised he was bleeding inter¬ 
nally. I managed to knock him out with 
anti-seizure medication GOSH had left 
for us and said to Lee, ‘Phone for an 
ambulance, I can’t do it any more’. 

“Frankie died on the way to the 
hospice. He was mad about cars and it’s 
what he would have wanted - to go out 
driving at lOOmph with blue lights 
flashing.” 

Seventy-five children and teenagers 
are diagnosed with osteosarcoma a year 
and the disease, lagging behind other 
cancers in terms of 
new treatments, has 
been prioritised by the 
National Cancer 
Research Institute. 

The overall five-year 
survival rate is around 
50% due to a lack of 
research investment. 

“They say osteosar¬ 
coma is rare, but I’d see 
a different child in the 
hospital every week. 
And over two years we 
watched six kids we 
became really close to 
pass away’’ says Alison. 

‘After Frank died we 
wanted to do something 
in his name and a family 
friend helped get Chil¬ 
dren With Cancer UK 
and the Bone Cancer Research Trust in 
the same room.” 

In memory of Frankie, the two have 
joined forces to advance research into 
osteosarcoma, bringing together 60 
research scientists worldwide. 

“It will be Frank’s legacy’ says Alison. 
“I read every year people donate £38m 
to a donkey charity in Devon, but so 
many children are dying it can’t be right. 

“I want my son’s name out there as it 
might make people give to childhood 
cancer research instead. Hopefully we 
can start to save lives.”

had to have three sessions before they 
would even think about an MRI, but 
when I caught him coming down the 
stairs on his bottom as his knee hurt so 
much I decided enough was enough.” 

She took him straight to their local 
hospital in Epsom, Surrey. 

‘Again we were told it was ligament 
damage but I refused to go anywhere 
until they gave him an X-ray’’ she says. 

“Finally a doctor said, ‘If this child has 
been walking like this for nine weeks, it 
must be checked’. From that moment, 
everything was on fast forward.” 

The X-ray revealed Frankie’s kneecap 
was broken. “They took blood - though 
I couldn’t work out why they needed to 
- and put his leg in a cast,” says Alison. 

“Next thing we knew, they were 
cutting the cast off for an MRI - and by 
early evening my husband Lee and I 
were told it was cancer.” 

Frankie had osteosarcoma, the 
most common type of childhood 
bone cancer, and the tumour in 
his left leg had broken his Imee 
cap in half. 

By the time it was discovered, 
the disease had spread to both 
knees and he had 20 small 
tumours in his lungs. 

“We were mortified,” 
says Alison. “How do 
you tell a nine-year- 
old child he has 
cancer? The doctors 
asked if he had been 
unwell or developed

bruising or if his lymph nodes were up. 
But Frankie was so active and hadn’t 
shown any signs. It was so shocking. It 
still makes me go cold just thinking 
about it. I hadn’t thought for a second it 
would be cancer.” 

Frankie started chemotherapy at the 
end of October, just before his 10th 
birthday, and in January surgeons 
removed half the bone from his 
thigh down to the middle of his 
shin and gave him a bionic leg. 
“He was going to be the first 
child in Surrey to have two bionic 
legs but unfortunately his first 
round of chemo hadn’t 
worked so, instead of the 
™ next op, he had to start 
much more aggressive 
drugs to stop the 
tumours spreading.” 

The second course 
was more successful 
and by May 2016 the 
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family was hopeful.

Just before Christmas 2017, Alison was 
getting older son Alfie, now 13, ready for 
school and heard Frankie coughing. “I 
went to check on him. There was blood 
everywhere. A tumour had burst a blood 
vessel in his lung,” says Alison. 

The lower lobe of Frankie’s left lung 
was removed, but a week after he came 
out of hospital the family was dealt 
another blow - he had a seizure and a 
scan revealed the cancer was in his 
brain. Alison says: “When Great 
Ormond Street sent their palliative care 
team to see us I knew it meant they

There's a lot of anxiety about 
adolescent mental health, but 
according to a new report, based on 
data collected by the Office for 
National Statistics over seven 
years, people in Britain are at their 
happiest at 16. 

After that, it's mainly downhill 
until they reach rock bottom in 
their 50s; then levels of overall 
contentment start to rise again, 
reaching a new peak at age 70. 

This U-shaped curve is common 
in higher-income countries but the 
pattern is different elsewhere. 

In former Soviet Union countries 
happiness levels start to lower in 
childhood then decline steadily with 
age. In sub-Saharan countries, the 
levels are low throughout.

Under law from 1861 
abortion is still illegal 



W hen I read the Royal College 
of General Practitioners 
was backing calls to 
remove abortion from 
criminal law, I confess I was 
gobsmacked. Wasn’t it already legal? 
Wasn’t a law passed in 1967 legalising 
it? Have I been labouring under a 
delusion all this time? 

How could abortion still be a 
criminal act in 2019? How could 
women still be living under a cruel 
paternalistic law this day and age? 
But it’s true. 

Abortion remains illegal. The 1967 
act only allowed exemptions to it. The 
law simply hasn’t kept pace with 
changing social mores and the 
expansion of personal liberty. Hence 
my shock. 

Abortion is illegal in the UK under 
the 1861 Offences Against the Person 
Act. The 1967 Abortion Act created 
exceptions in England, Wales and 
Scotland if two doctors agreed that the 
procedure was necessary and it took 
place on approved premises. It allowed 


termination up to 24 weeks of 
pregnancy provided that continuing 
involved a greater risk to the physical 
or mental health of the woman or her 
existing children. There’s no time limit 
if there’s a substantial risk to the 
woman’s life or foetal abnormalities. 

Most abortions take place before 12 
weeks, using pills. If a woman orders 
them online, however, and takes them 
without two doctors’ consent, she 
could be jailed. The RCGP has called 


for abortion to be decriminalised in 
the United Kingdom after a poll of its 
members found that nearly two thirds 
supported the move. 

The RCGP’s call is supported by 
other medical groups, including the 
British Medical Association, Royal 
College of Obstetricians and 
Gynaecologists, Royal College of 
Midwives, Faculty of Sexual and 
Reproductive Healthcare, and the 
Royal College of Nursing. Surely 


abortion should be governed by 
medical authorities, not the criminal 
justice system. 

Professor Helen Stokes-Lampard, 
chairwoman of the RCGP, said: “This 
is about providing non-judgemental 
care to our patients so that women 
who face the difficult decision to 
proceed with an abortion are not 
disadvantaged by the legal system.” 

Abortion providers say they still see 
women facing barriers and delays 
because the procedure is illegal, 
creating health risks because abortion 
is safer the earlier it’s performed. 

Clare Murphy of the British 
Pregnancy Advisory Service said: “It is 
simply appalling that women can still 
face prison for ending a pregnancy 
under laws dating back 150 years. 

“Decriminalisation does not mean 
deregulation but it does mean abortion 
services could be delivered in 
accordance with the robust laws and 
frameworks that govern all other 
healthcare procedures, with women’s 
needs centre-stage.”

Physical activity protects against depression 


High levels of physical activity are linked to a reduced risk of depression. The question is whether exercise has a direct 
protective effect or if the link simply reflects the fact that depressed people are less inclined to exert themselves. A specially 
designed study seems to point to the relation being causal and that exercise does reduce risk of depressive illness. Whether 
increasing physical activity will lower the rate of depression is another matter. 


What’s this metallic taste in my mouth?

Try eating stronger 
tasting foods like 
ginger or spices and 
suck any strong-tasting 
sweets like mints and 
toffees. Strong 
chocolate helps too. 

See your dentist 
for a check-up, 
have your teeth 
descaled, use a mouth 
wash to get rid of any 
infection and pay 
attention to oral 
hygiene. Use interdental 
brushes.

Being a whole grain, popcorn is 
high in fibre, contains protein, 
vitamins and minerals, is low 
in fat and sugar and has 
no cholesterol. 

Air-popped popcorn 
with no oil provides 
the best health 
benefits.

Please don't be one of those 
guys who doesn't seek help - it 
sounds as if you've been trying to 
hold it all together and putting on a 
brave face for everyone else, but 
the stress is going to show itself 
somehow - ie, your sex drive. 

You're putting so much pressure 
on yourself because you're worried 
you're going to lose your girlfriend.

Dear Coleen 

About six months ago, my sister, who’s 
a single mum, sold her flat and moved 
in with me as her son was going away 
to university. I’m divorced and both my 
kids are grown up and have their own 
families, so I thought we’d be great 
companions for each other. It seemed 
the perfect solution for both of us. 

However, it hasn’t gone as I thought 
it would. She’s very particular when it 
comes to housework and tidiness - 
she literally pours my tea down the 
sink and puts the cup in the dish¬ 
washer before I’ve had a chance to 
drink it! And she’s so obsessive about 
tidying, I don’t know where any of my 
stuff is and have to ask her constantly.

Coleen says 

This situation is in danger of exploding 
and causing a real rift. Do I think she’ll 
take kindly to you asking her to move 
out? No! And I do think you might be 
jumping the gun slightly here - talk to 
her first and tell her you’re finding it 
hard to live with the obsessive tidying. 

Getting on and being able to live 


together happily are two different 
things. I get on with my sisters, but I 
think there’s only one I could actually 
live with. And it’s going to be weird at 
first, especially if you’ve both been 
used to living on your own. So I think 
it’s about adjustment and also 
changing your expectations. 

You’re stressed about it, but not 
actually addressing it. In a situation 


like yours the family dynamic from 
your childhood often comes into play 
- it sounds as if she’s become the bossy 
sister again and you’ve 
become unable to speak 
up for yourself. You’ve 
gone back to being kids. 

When I’m with my 
siblings I go back to 
being the baby of the 
family and hardly speak, but when I’m 
not with them, as everyone knows, I 
never shut up! 

If you can work out some bounda¬ 
ries, then it might work fine - ie, she 
can organise her own stuff but leave 
yours alone. 

And get her opinion on how she 
thinks things are going - she might be 
feeling the same! 

I know it’s not easy starting these 
conversations, especially if the idea of 
a confrontation puts you off but, if you 
don’t do this, the situation could dete¬ 
riorate to the point where even her 
very presence irritates you. 

On the bright side, she could have 
moved in and behaved like a pig. At 
least she’s keeping the place tidy!

WORLD CHAMPIONSHIP 

FROM THE CRUCIBLE 




BY HECTOR NUNNS 
LUO HONGHAO is 
officially the worst 
player in Crucible 
history after being 
whitewashed by Shaun 
Murphy yesterday. 

The 19-year-old tour 
rookie was making his 
debut at the Betfred World 
Championship in Sheffield. 

But Honghao, a talented 
musician who could have 
been a concert pianist, hit 
all the wrong notes against 
former world champion 
Murphy. 

It was only the second 
time that a player had 
failed to register a single 
frame at the iconic venue. 
In 1992 John Parrott beat 
veteran Australian Eddie 
Charlton lO-O. 

And it also smashed the 
record for the lowest 
points total scored in any 


Crucible match. Luo 
managed just 89 points - 
less than half of the 191 by 
former binman and 
maggot-farm worker 
Danny Fowler in a 10-1 loss 
to Stephen Hendry in 1993. 

And he even left the 
arena with the lowest-ever 
high break in a match of 
just 25. 

After his dream debut 
turned into a nightmare, 
Luo said: “It is a bit like 
playing the piano. You can 
practise, but the big perfor¬ 
mance is very different. 

“I was so nervous com¬ 
ing to the Crucible, I found 
it hard to concentrate 
because of the crowd being 
so close and the lights. 

“I wasn’t comfortable, 
and I think that is one of 
the reasons I have become 
the first player not to win a 
frame for so long. It was

Beating City in the first leg of 
their quarter-final was crucial in 
helping them into the Champions 
League last four. 

Pochettino now has to inspire 
his men to three points when 
Brighton visit tonight and three 
more when they host West Ham 
on Saturday to make it five out of 
five at home and hold down a 
place in the top four.

OLD TRAFFORD was the 
only stadium I played at r 
Wembley included, where I 
walked out for the first 
time and said, J Suck it up, 
take it all in, because you 
might not be here again'. 

The famous old ground has 
a mystique about it like no 
other and can be a daunting 
place to go for any player. 

The trouble is, mystique 
can disappear very quickly 
when things aren’t going well 
and, certainly, Manchester 
City don’t seem to have been 
cowed by the Old Trafford 
effect in recent seasons. 

They have lost just twice in 
their last seven visits and, 
after seeing Manchester 
United demolished by Everton 
on Sunday, they will go there 


tomorrow full of belief that 
they can add to the pain their 
neighbours have been feeling 
in recent weeks. 

I played against two or three 
of the greatest teams in 
United’s history and, if they 
were 10 out 10 then, the team 
which lost at the weekend 
were four out of 10 or five out 
of 10 at best. 

That would worry me 
massively if I were a United 
fan, because they haven’t been 
champions of England for 
seven years and are two or 
three seasons behind City and 
Liverpool as things stand. 

It isn’t just at first-team 
level where United aren’t 
doing as well as their rivals, 
though. 

Delve a little deeper and you 


will see they are being left 
behind in other areas. City 
and Chelsea are winning 
everything in the underage 
groups and women’s football, 
and if United really are still the 
biggest club in the country 
then they need to be at the 
forefront in those areas too. 

United have had a fantastic 
tradition of bringing young 
players through the ranks, but 
how many of the likes of David 
Beckham, Paul Scholes and 
Nicky Butt have they nurtured 
in recent seasons? 

Executive vice-chairman Ed 
Woodward has clearly realised 
United need to appoint a 
director of football, or 
whatever title you want to 
give the right candidate. 

But the name being mooted 


yesterday was that of Mike 
Phelan, and I’m not sure he is 
the man for the job. 

He has been a wonderful 
servant to United and many 
other clubs over a number of 
years, but the role of assistant- 
manager or manager is very 
different from the role with 
which he is being linked, 
which is essentially about 
administration and the 
procurement of talent at every 
level. 

Appointing him would just 
be a case of moving the soft 
furnishings around or fluffing 
the pillows rather than 
ordering the makeover that is 
so obviously needed. 

There are plenty of strong 
candidates who have the 
qualifications required and 


have been doing that role well 
on smaller budgets. Monaco, 
Borussia Dortmund, Atletico 
Madrid and Sevilla have 
punched well beyond their 
resources in recent years, so 
why not go for the men who 
have been key to that? 

United should have people 
spotting the next gem such as 
Naby Keita or N’Golo Kante 
because they have the 
resources to do so. 

For too many years now, the 
Reds have been following the 
curve instead of being ahead 
of it in every department. 

And if they want to restore 
themselves to the position 
they have held for so long as 
England’s grandest club, then 
they need to sort that out - 
and fast.

HE was born in Leeds and 
signed for his local club at 
the age of 10.

If they beat Hud¬ 
dersfield on Friday they 
will have more points 
than Arsenal’s Tnvin- 
cibles’ team of 2004. 

While if they get 
three points 
against Newcas¬ 
tle and Wolves, 
they will com¬ 
plete the cam¬ 
paign with 97 
points and just 
one defeat - against 
City in January - 
season. 

But, despite currently 
leading City by two points, 
that will not be enough to end 
their wait for a title if their 
rivals also win all of their 
remaining four games. 

“I think for a long time we 
have had our head round 
the fact that we just need 
to win all our games,” 
the former England 
midfielder added. 

“And if we do 
that and it’s not 
good enough, you 
have to hold your

‘Well done City’.

City defender Kyle 
,l , Walker is expecting a 
backlash from United 
players, no matter 
what Reds fans 
might wish for. 
"United fans are 
^ in a difficult 
jJL- situation/' he said. 
"When I'm out and 
about or walking my dogs, 
United fans are coming up to 
me saying, 'We'd rather City win the 
league than Liverpool.' It's strange to 


hear but I can assure you the United 
players aren't going to leave a red 
carpet and say, 'Go on City, score past 
us.' They're going to make it difficult 
because it's a game of football and 
they're fighting for the top four." 

But there is more up for grabs for 
United tomorrow than a place in the top 
four. Manager Ole Gunnar Solskjaer 
finds himself under pressure less than 
four weeks after being appointed 
permanent boss. His inability to inspire 
a clearly unmotivated sguad is 
genuinely alarming. 

United can't contemplate a repeat of 
Sunday's pathetic display at Goodison. 
And their players are the first to admit 
it. Juan Mata, who was an unused sub 
against both Barcelona and Everton, 
hinted at a malaise within the sguad 
that must be addressed. 

In a post on his blog entitled 
'Honouring the shirt/ he wrote: "Just 
words aren't enough. There is only one 
way forward, to give everything for this 
shirt, for this club, and for all of you.” 

Keeper David De Gea, skipper at 
Goodison at the weekend, went a step 
further when he bluntly told his team¬ 
mates the performance on Merseyside 
simply wasn't good enough for a United 
team. 

"As captain, I want to say that the 
performance of the team today was not 
up to the standard expected when you 
pull on this shirt. We know that we have 
to improve but words mean little: we 
have to give everything for this club/' 

Walker saw last season what pride in 
the Red jersey can inspire - United 
prevented a title party for City at the 
Etihad with a shock comeback to win 
3-2 there. And he expects a similar 
response tomorrow. 

"We could have won it against them 
last season but they scored a couple of 
good goals and got the win/' he said. 

"That was probably what every 
United fan wanted, with City not winning 
the title at the Etihad against United. 

"But this is one for the fans, one for 
us to get closer to being champions/'
